Some twenty gentlemen, of high respecta- 
bility, were arrested by order of tbe Supreme 
Executive Council of this State, at the in- 
stance of Congress, banished to a town in 
A' irginia, and there detained.

not treated as criminals, but with considera- 
tion and kindness. Those who choss to 
declare their allegiance to the Governinwnt 
weie released, and all were permitted to re- 
turn to their homes when it was thought 
they would be no longer dangerous. 


These arrests were made with the Jtnowl- 


edye and approbation of 
Washington. 
A 


writ of habeas corpus was istufd at the in- 
stance of the prisoners, but it was disreyar- 
iied by ihe officers in chargr of them, and 
soon afterwards, Sept. IG, 1777, the Leg-

fired at short range from a one hundred 
and fifty pound rifled Dahlgren gun, and 
fifteen pounds of powder. 
The shell pass- 


ed entirely through the iron, penetrated to 
about midway of the wood, and exploded ! 
tearing the target as much as the small 
quantity of powder was capable of doing. 
The experiment was considered by tb<"-o 
who witnessed it, (not connected offio ally 
with it), a complete success." If the official 
report is equally favorable, Mr. Stafford 
can flatter himself that he has demonstra- 
ted the practicability of firing shell proper- 
ly conntructed, into a vessel, through as 
much iron as any war vessel can float with. 


Another of Mr. Stafford's 
projectiles— 


solid shot—was fired from the same gun at 
the same target, and the shot passed entire- 
ly through the target, iron and wood, and 
shattered the wooden portion of it into 
pieces, aud penetrated the earth beyond 
some five feet! 
When we remember that 


the above results were produced with a 
much loss charge of powder than is used 
in any but the Dahlgren gun, we may 
look for still greater results. Wonder what 
L. D. D. (not Earl) Eussell will have to 
say about this last triumph of American 
guns, shells and projectiles against this 
British "Warrior?"
